A formal end to the conflict be- 
tween the president and the su- 
preme court was envisioned by on- 
looking politicians in the cere- 
monies with which congress observ- 
ed its 160th anniversary. 
To the dais of the house of rep- 
resentatives on Saturday went first, 
Chief Justice Hughes, then Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, each to explain 
his own conception of tho Ideas 
which lie at the base of democracy. 
When they had finished, many of 
those in the audience gained the 
impression their viewpoints on the 
subject were i»uch the same. 


tt It was the first time the two men 
had spoken to the same audience 
since the memorable ' fight 
two 
years ago over the supreme court 
remodeling plan that shattered 
democratic ranks in congress. It 
was one of the first speeches in 
which the chief justice has dealt 
1 with that subject since the presi- 
dent's bill was beaten and a vir- 
tual reorganization of the. court at- 


tained 
through 
retirements and 
death. ..

Both men agreed the ultimate In 
authority was the voice of the elec- 
torate.

The 
chief 
justice 
emphasized 
that all three branches of the gov- 
ernment were not masters, but 
servants; exercising their-brief au- 
thority in the name of the people. 
In a similar vein, Mr. Roosevelt 
said the present modes of commun- 
ication and transportation left no 
citizen an excuse for sectionalism, 
for delay In the execution of the 
public business, or for failure to 
maintain a full understanding of 
the acceleration of the progresses 
of civilization. 
The political listeners on the 
floor thought back to tho adminis- 
tration demands two years ago for 
quick action to revise the supreme 
court.

New Jersey Title Guaran- 
tee and Trust Company of 
Jersey City. This is one of 
the largest banks to close 
its doors since FDIC be- 
came operative in 1934.

disorder and 
panic 


Since it

be met promptly in full, 
few depositors were wor- 
ried.

the authorized base pay of 
25 cents an hour and near- 
ly 90 per cent are within 
the 44 hours per week al-i 
lowed.

made right along.

cracy 
developing in this 


field. 
The administration 


at present has 370 employ- 
ees, 
only one-eighth 
as 


many as are used in super- 
vising a similar law in New 
York State. It has been ex- 
pected that'the staff would 
be increased to 1,500 next 
year, but that may not be 
necessary. 


The law has teeth In It, 


declares Mr. Andrews, but 
he hopes they will not have 
to be used much. The event- 
ual success of the act, he 
believes, 
is

cause of the general belief 
of the American employers 
in "the necessity of raising 
the standard of living and 
moderating excessive hours 
of employment." Most of 
the

feared, he says, prove to 
have been exaggerated.

Domlnpfuoz also said Mexican 


officers told him a man arrested 
at Nuevo Laredo had admitted 
participation in the killing of a 
Mexican policeman and a chaf- 
feur near Nuevo Laredo several 
months ago. 
Local officers were unable to 


find reports of the Ohio killing. 
Details of the Mexican shooting 
were also missing.
